side probably by dynamite, but none 
of the inmates were injured. 
Union 


officials denounce the attempt and de- 
clare it was made by an enemy of the 
cause. 


< Keystone, W. Va. June 14—The first 
great demonstration of striking min- 
ers in. the Elkhorn field took place last 
night. One thousand miners marched 
from the North Fork Branch" of tne 
Norfolk and Western to Keystone. 
Speeches were made by tae leaders of 
the strike and a new spirit of enthus- 
iasm was aroused. A fifteen mile par- 
ade from. Maybury to Vivian yards is 
booked for today.- One thousand tents 
have arrived and are ready for tne 
miners' families when ejectment from 
their homes begins. 


Wilkesbarre, June 14—A statement 


is published today that when 
the 


strike is over the operators will re- 
fuse to take back into their employ- 
ment 50,000 of the 147,000 anthracite 
miners on striue and that the mines

Rail- 
road company ags nst J. p. Glenn, the 
Supreme court ru te that ''at common 
law, a husband h 3 a right of action 


wrongfully 
or 


injures Els 
wife 


to recover for th% resulting loss of 
her services, auditor his necessary 
medical, surgical JJjncl other expenses 
ir. healing her injlpes; and his right 
of action is not ffliridged or affected 
by the legislation^embraced in sec- 
tions 3108 to 31l| inclusive, of the 
Revised Statutes."! 


This is the case? where^ the wife of 


James P. Glenn o3f "Texas," this city, 
had her foot cut off by being run over 
by a locomotive "o: the B.& O., on 
Webb street cross! ig, in October, 1892. 
She sued the company for damages in 
her own right, an J i ecovered a ver- 
dict in the CourtJ of Common Pleas 
for about $1,900. -TJbie company took 
the case to the/X%£iait court where 
the judgment was affirmed. 
It then 


took the case to the Supreme court, 
which also affirmed 
the judgment. 


About the. same time James P. Glenn, 
her husband, also sued the company 
for the damages he individually suf- 
fered by having his wife's foot cut off. 
It was tried in the Common 
Pleas 


Court, and he secured a verdict 'or 
?G50. The company took this case to 
the Circuit court, where the judg- 
ment was affirmed, and then to the 
Supreme court. In the Supreme court 
it was stoutly contended on the part 
oi the company that the husband had 
no right to damages for his wife's in- 
jury, under the law; that she might 
recover for her own injuries, but the 
husband could not. And this was one 
of the points o£ contention between 
the parties. But the Supreme court af- 
firmed the judgment, and held that to 
the extent that she was damaged by 
the injury she could recovel damages 
individually; that ule husband to the 
extent he was damaged could individ- 
ually recover damages; that the hus- 
band was entitled, under the law, to 
the services of Ins. wife in and about 
his domestic concerns, and to the ex- 
tent that he wat, deprived of her ser- 
vices to that extr-nt he was 
injured. 


The Supreme court will report 
the 


case in full. Hunter and B. G. Smythe 
Esq., for Glenn, Kibler & Kibler for 
the company.

Volcano, Was Imprisoned For Fi»e 
Days \Vith His Family lit Ul» Home 
by Falllnj? Stones and Clouds of 
Poixunoun Gases. 


The experience of Effinchain Dun, 


simply told by himself, well pictures 
the tewofs of the eruption of La Sou- 
friere, writes the >.'«w York World's 
correspondent from 
Kiia^.stwn, St. 


Vincent. Mr. Dun, a rich and educated 
m.an, Is a nephew of Archdeacon Tur- 
pin. Mr. Dun and his family, who en- 
caped almost miraculously, are now h) 
Kingstown. Said he: 


"I Ined ou the Owie estate, on the 


north ciul of St. Vincent. For months 
earthquakes have bec-u so common that 
we bad ceased to regard them. 
Ou 


Wednesday, May 7, at 8 a. ui. I no- 
ticed a peculiar rumbling sound and 
earth tremor. At 11:30 a. in. dense vol- 
umes of black smoke arose from the 
crater. 1 knew we were in imminent 
danger and tried to get my wife and 
children on board a small vessel in th" 
bay. Before we could get out to her, 
however, cold ashes began to fall. Aft- 
er about half an hour great blocks of 
lava and stones fell. 
Some of the 


stones were as big as my bead and 
red hot. The lava seemed to explode 
as it struck the ground and set lire to 
some houses. It was impossible to put 
out in my small boat on account of the 
poisonous \apor and smoke that rolled 
down in black clouds. The roads to 
the windward were blocked by the 
streams of hot lava. 


"This terrible shower lasted till 5 


p. m. All this time it was intensely 
dark—black as midnight. I could not 
see my hand in front of my face. My 
house did not catch fire because the 
cold ashes which fell first stuck to the 
roof and protected it* from the hot 
ashes and stones which fell later. My 
roof had a very steep slope, so the 
stones rolled off. 
1 lighted all tbe 


lamps and got my- wife and children 
under tbe tables and piled all mat- 
tresses on the tables. I feared the ter- 
rible bombardment would cave iu the 
roof. Tbe windows were all smashed 
and some of the rafters. 


"The atmosphere was full of dust, 


which almost suffocated us. Besides, 
we were intensely thirsty. Not one-of 
us expected to get out alive. The dust 
stuck to the faces of the children, and 
I got wet tovrcls and wiped it off. 
The plantation hands all came in for 
protection, and the house was filled 
with them. 
They were crying and 


praying. 
' "A 5 p. m. the stones stopped falling, 
and it cleared a little so I could just 
distinguish the outline of a cocoanut 
palm about 300 feet distant. No one 
dared to go out. however. The ashes 
and dust would have choked him. All 
the time the e'arth was trembling. It 
was shaken like a sieve moved by a 
man. 
The earthquakes, the lightning 


nnd the roar from the crater were most 
terrifying. At 7 p. m. occurred a sec- 
ond bombardment of stones and hot 
lava blocks, which lasted till 9 p. in. 


"All night long the earth shook and 


hot ashes fell. .Nevdr wns such a ter- 
rible night The sun rose on a scene 
of desolation beyond description. The 
fields were covered with stones and 
ashes varying in depth from six inches 
to two feet. 
There was. not a green 


thing to be seen anywhere. Everything 
was a bleak, dismal gray. 
All day 


Thursday the ashes continued to fall. 
The atmosphere was almost opaque. 


"On Friday morning the crater sent 


forth a terrible roar, and I thought a 
new crater had burst forth. I looked 
toward the hills and found that the 
river had been filled by a moving 
stream of hot, boiling lava. 1 stood in 
the doorway and saw an immense 
black, impenetrable cloud of ashes and 
dust roll down the mountain toward 
me. I knew that this meant death for 
my wife, children and myself. But, 
thank heaven, the cloud stopped just 
at the edge of the estate, separated 
and rolled away to the right and left. 
We were saved for the time. 


"The next morning I got my wife and 


children down to the shore and tried to 
get away in a boat. 
We were just 


shoving off the beach when huge hot 
stones began to fa'.l again. "We rushed 
into a small cave formed by a large 
flat stone supported by three other 
rocks. While running for this cave rny 
eldest boy narrowly escaped being kill- 
ed by a large stone which just missed 
his head. It struck the wide rim of 
bis hat, tilted bis hat back, but did not 
knock it" off bis head. We reached the 
cave. 
The terrible storm of stones 


lasted fifteen minutes. 
During this 


time there were two awful earthquakes 
which made our cave rock. After the 
storm wa bolted for the house, aboiit 
230 feet up the hill. We got into the 
house just as the ashes began to fall 


j once more. For four hours we \\crc 


i in total darkness again. Then we were 


j joined by Mr. Beach and bis wife and 
' their children. They were v.orse off 


in their home than we were, and they 
came to us for refuge. 


"On Saturday morning we, with Mr. 


Beach and liis family, again made the 
nttempt to leave by boat. We got out 
about a mile and wore hoping we were 
i=afe when a terrible nlack cloud again 
rolled down the mountain and across 
the sea in front of us and shut us off. 
If we had tried to get through this 
cloud. v,e would all have been suffocat- 
ed. Besides, our boat was in dnnger 
of being swamped, for the sea was 
very rough. So there wr.s nothing left 
to do but to turn back. In beaching our 


boat it was swamped. When i\e goi to 
the house, we found a messenger who 
had succeeded in getting through from 
Kingstown. lie said that tbe lava was 
cooling and the roads were becoming 
passable, but be had to abaodon bis 
horse. He said he thought that we 
would be able to got away by Sunday. 
So we remained overnight in tbe bouse, 
which was shaken by earthquakes all 
uigbt long. 


"On Sunday morning we started on 


our poor, balf starved l.orse for George- 
town, passing Overland village. We 
saw the most terrible siirhts. Out of 
400 people in Overland tbere escaped 
but thirty. Tbe "houses were heaps of 
ruins. In cue bouse were forty dead 
bodies. Owe live man was afterward 
rescued from among these bodies, and I 
urn told he survived. 


"Some bodies we passed bad their 


Ijr-.fl'i in tbf'r luiml'! :!«•: if Iboy !i:><l 
vainly tried, to protect themselves from 
the rain of fire. It is estimated that 
there were about 2,000 deaths in tbe 
Georgetown district alonu. We rode on 
toward Georgetown, and just before 
getting there we met my uncle. Arch- 
deacon Turpln. He was supremely 
happy to see us aud exclaimed, with 
tears'in bis eyes, 'My dear lad. I was 
just comiug to give you Christian buri- 
al!' "

time the other day on board the St. 
Louis harbor boat which the Countess 
do Kochambeau christened in honor of 
the great Missouri author, says a St. 
Louis dispatch to the New York Jour- 
nal. Mark Twain's farewell to the his- 
toric streatA which he has helped to 
immortalize was impressive. Standing 
in the pilot house, far above the crowd 
of world's fair dignitaries and city offi- 
cials, the river breezes caressing his 
white hair, his blue" eyes watching the 
shifting, lazy currents, vrhile the great 
wheel turned this way and that, respon- 
sive to his touch, he made an imposing 
Ogure brought down from the days 
when steamboating on the Mississippi 
river was full of life and romance. 


"Lower away lead!" boomed out the 


sonorous voice of the humorist pilot. 


"Mark Twain, quarter five and one- 


• half—sis feet," drawled the man with 
the line who stood below. 


"Mark Twain! Mark Twain!" shouted 


the spectators, »who had surged to the 
bow and were frantically •waving hats 
and handkerchiefs in the breeze. 


"You 
are all dead safe as long as I 


have the 
wheel," answered Mark 


Twain. He stayed in the pilot house 
more than half an hour, enjoying every 
turn of the wheel and every moment 
in company with the pilot, in whom he 
recognized one of his former acquaint- 
ances. 


"This is my last time at the wheel," 


said the humorist Vhen he descended 
from the pilot house. There was a 
dimness in his eyes that showed the 
emotion he felt. 


Luncheon was served, and Mayor 


Wells made a speech. Then the Count- 
ess de Rochambeau took a bottle of 
champagne from the hand of former 
Governor Francis and broke it on the 
deck, saying, "I christen thee, good 
boat, Mark Twain." 


In his response Dr. Clemens said: 
"First of all—no, second of all—1 


wish to offer my thanks for the honor 
done me by naming this last rose of 
summer of the Mississippi valley for 
me, this boat which represents a. per- 
ished interest which I fortified long 
ago, but did not save its life. And, in 
the first place, I wish to thank the 
Countess de Rochambeau for the "honor 
she has done me in presiding at this 
christening. I believe that it is pecul- 
iarly appropriate that 1 should be al- 
lowed the privilege of joining my voice 
with the general voice of St. Louis and 
Missouri in welcoming to the Missis- 
sippi valley and this part of the conti- 
nent these illustrious visitors from 
France.

Vivian, as "Imperial Cork," of 
the 


organization, was cnairman of a com- 
mittee appointed for that purpose and 
suggested the name of "Buffaloes" the 
title of a social orgaatzatlon of which 
he had been a member in England, but 
the majority were in favor of a name 
that was purely American in its sug- 
gestions, and at a meeting on Febru- 
ary 16, 1868, the name of "Elks" was 
adonted by the close vote of 8 to 7. 
and that date has since'been regarded 
and observed as the natal day of the 
v/rder of Elks. • 
--The animal from which the Order 
derives its name is the American Elk, 
and the title commended itself to the 
founders for the reason that the splen- 
did qualities of this monarch of the 
glen, were so marked. Tne Elk is de- 
scribed as strong of limb, fleet of foot, 
keen of perception, and at the same 
time gentle, timid and unaggressive. 
save when attacked. Its prototype in 
the man should be quick to hear the 
cry of distress, fleet of ioot to succor 
the unfortunate, and by - is strength 
exercise a protective interest for the 
weak and defenseless.

A deal is on for the purchase of 


,he Newark and 
Granviile 
electric 


road, including the city electric line 
by the men who own the Columbus, 
Buckeye Lake and Newark traction 
ines. 


This is no idle rumor, but a fact. 
While the deal bas not as yet been 


consummated, it Las progressed far 
enough to make it practically certain 
that it will go through, though it must 
be remembered that "noiaing is so un- 
certain as a dead sure thing." 


The local officers of the Newark and 


Granviile electric road are reticent. In 
fact, they are very reticent, but from 
a reliable source the Advocate has it 
that tae deal between the local com 
pany and the Buckeye Lake men is 
well under way and is about com- 
pleted. 


Mr. Savage and his associates rep 


resenting the Columbus, Buckeye Lake 
and Newark road, are in the city and 
have just opened an office on North 
First street, formerly occupied by 
Dr. Galbreath, the dentist. Here they 
will do the office work connected with 
the survey of the routes between New 
ark and Zanesville. It is said that at 
the present time the most feasible 
is from Newark to Stadden's bridge 
then across Flint Ridge to Browns 
ville, and then down the .national road 
to Zanesville. A road over that route 
would tap the cannel coal field ol 
Flint Ridge and would reach a terrl 
tdry rich in potter'sjblay and fine glass 
sand'.- "Below Hie1 cqpnel <coal -on 'Flint 
Ridge is a four foot vein of bitumin 
ous coal. The ridge is covered wita 
flint that would make excellent bal 
last. Then down about Hopewell, a 
section through wnich no steam or 
electric road passes, is a large trac 
of bituminous coalj land which in i 
comparatively smalL.way, has been op 
crated for years. 


This survey is to be hurried and i 


is altogether probable that the road 
will be built and that, in ease the_ dea 
for the purchase of the city lines is 
consummated, a big power house wil 
be built six or eight miles east o: 
Newark. In that svent no power 
house at Newark will be necessary. 


Mr. J. M. Ickes, the postmaster, has 


been active in promoting this enter 
•prise. 


But to return to the proposed pur- 


chase of the Newark and Granviile 
and the city lines. It is known tha 
men associated with the N. & G'. road 
have obtained a franchise for the con 
struction of a road from Granviile to 
the Franklin county line, running via 
Pataskala.

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THE FUTURE OF MEXICO 


IB. & 0. EXCURSIONS 


The Baltimore & Ohio Railroad and 


the Civil War, i861-1865. 


It was the first and most desirable 


point of vantage coveted by both the 
Federal and Confederate armies. In 
May. 1861, the four Federal advance 
columns concentrated at Parkersburg, 
~Vf, Va., Wheeling,, W. ya., Harper's 
Ferry, W. Va., and at "Washington. 
To retain 
theadvantage.theFederal 


Government established block houses 
along the railroad from the Monoeacy 
to the Ohio river, besides forts 
at 


Winchester, Harper's Ferry, Cumber-, 
land, Piedmont and New Creek (Key- 
ser). The B. & 0. was the base of 


• operations for the Federal army for 


nearly four years and from which the 
government' could not take advance 
line earlier than November 1864. The 
B. & O. was the means of communi- 
cation between the West and 
the 


Army of the Potomac, and was conse- 
quently in a continual state of siege. 
Harper's Ferry, the key to the Sben- 
andoah Valley, first famed through the 
fanatical attempt of John Brown, in 
defying the laws and customs of his 
country, was captured or recaptured 
eight times in three years. The Gov- 
ernment Arsenal and armories which 
were located there, were destroyed by 
the government to prevent their cap- 
ture. One hundred and seventy-aline 
battles of greater or less importance 
were fought on or adjacant to the 
Baltimore & Ohio Railroad, not taking 
into consideration the 
innumerable 


skirmishes.

VIEWS OF MEXICAN BUSINESS HAN 


Sicnor Terrains Sara nts Country 


Offer* Great Opportunities In the 
Next Twenty Years—Development 
In Industries In Chlhnaana—Possi- 
bilities of Trade With the East. 
Juan Terrazas of Chihuahua, Mexico, 


who is one of the best known men of 
the republic In business and financial 
circles, was recently interviewed by a 
reporter of the New York Tribune at 
the Waldorf in New York. 
AY hat he 


has to say about Mexico and Mexican 
conditions may be regarded as nearly 
ex cathedra as the statement of an in- 
diyidua! often is. At his hotel he said: 
"I can truthfuly declare that if a 
bright young man wants a field that 
offers him plenty of opportunity and a 
•good reward for honest work there is 
no better field than Mexico. The growth 
of Mexico in the last twenty years has 
been great, but the resources of the 
country are only beginning'to be de- 
veloped. The country in the- next twen- 
ty years offers a great opportunity. 
Take the case of the state of Chihua- 
hua, which now has about 600,000 in- 
habitants. 
Twenty years - ago there 


were not more than a fifth of that num- 
ber, I should say. Along the big river 
bottoms of that state is splendid agri- 
cultural land. In the north is grazing 
country that supports at least one herd 
of 300,000 cattle and another of 80,000, 
besides smaller herds in numbers. Then 
there are flocks of sheep, one number- 
ing 200,000 head. The wool from these 
sheep is milled right in Chihuahua city. 
In the west of the same state are the 
mountains, with their rich veins of ore, 
silver, copper, lead, antimony and some 
gold, where Americans have already 
entered the field with profit. You can 
see what the country can do from what 
it already has done." 


Continuing, Signer Terrazas told of 


the present outlet of the produce of 
this region. "Only a few days ago," 
he said, "eighty thousand head of cat- 
tle were sent north to Texas and Kan- 
sas, where they will be fattened and 
slaughtered and sold in Kansas City 
and in Chicago. We can use many of 
them in Mexico, of course, but the bulk 
will go up to Kansas City and Chica- 
go. However, there is already in Chi- 
huahua city a plant that can slaughter 
200 head a day^-and pack the bsef as 
well as dress mutton. In the City of 
Mexico a similar plant is about to be 
established. The cottonseed industry 
is a still better illustration of Mexico's 
development. Some time ago the cot- 
ton seed was thrown away. Then, aft- 
er its value was realized, it used to be 
made into oil and the pressed kernel 
sent to England for food to fatten cat- 
tle. Now there is a plant in the state 
just south of Chihuahua, the cotton 
district, the managers of which have 
secured the right to all the cotton seed 
for twenty-five years and which util- 
izes about as much as can be reasona- 
bly demanded. First oil is made, -then 
the pressed kernel is used to fatten our 
own Mexican 'cattle, and finally the 
shells are used for fuel, and the ashes, 
rich in potassium, are sold for fertiliza- 
tion purposes'. A large block of capi- 
tal is invested in the enterprise, with 
excellent returns. In Mexico it must 
not be forgotten that labor is cheap, 
averaging a dollar a day in Mexican 
money, and, while I won't say it is so 
good as American labor, it is very 
good. There are no labor troubles to 
contend with. While it may be true 
that English and American agricul- 
turists have not done so well in Mexico 
as their fellow countrymen who have 
gone into mining, that does not. argue 
that the field is not a profitable one, 
only that they have not known bow 
quite to adapt themselves to the differ- 
ent conditions imposed by the nature 
of the soil and climate. It demands 
some study, but it repays." 


Another feature of Mexico's future 


but little thought of by most people, 
but about which the speaker was most 
hopeful, is the Asiatic trade, which he 
feels is about to come. "When the Chi- 
huahua and Pacific railroad "is com- 
pleted to Port Stilwell, on the Pacific 
coast," he said, "it will mean tbat a 
transcontinental line will run through 
Mexico, for an agreement between that 
road and the Kansas City, Mexico and 
Orient road will make the line continu- 
ous from Kansas City through Chihua- 
hua to the Pacific, cutting down by at 
least 300 miles all present distances 
across the continent to the far east A 
line, or, rather, lines, of steamers di- 
rect from Mexico to Japan. China and 
other oriental points will result, and 
instead of getting our tea, silks and the 
like via San Francisco, as we c~o now, 
we will get them direct What we •will 
give in return I do not yet know, but I 
feel confident a return trade will spring 
up. Another thing that this road will 
accomplish for us internally is the de- 
velopment of the coalfields, which are 
at present nnworked for lack of rail- 
road facilities. 
Mexico is always in 


need of fuel, and that will be a great 
advancement. There are oil wells, too, 
to be worked, and on the extreme west. 
between the mountains and the coast, 
a very rich agricultural region. The 
transcontinental line is sure to build 
up to some extent the country through 
which it passes. In addition it means 
an,opening up of new fields for Mex- 
ican development. A young man at the 
present time may well look twice be- 
fore he refuses Mexico as a field for 
endeavor."

THE POPULAR PANAMA 


How the Present Hat Habit 


Grew Up. 


GUAYAQUIL CHIEF SHIPPIM PODJT 


First South American HeadKear of 


Alpine Shape Wan Made on the 
Order of a Merchant at This Place. 
Screw Palms Are t~»ed III Making 
the Hat*. 
The moth eaten and threadbare jokes 


about the expensive hats for women in 
comparison with the democratic head- 
gear of the men of a family must be 
laid away for awhile, says the Xew 
York Tribune. For many years there 
has been little change iu the prices of 
men's straw hats. The regular article 
ranged from $1.50 to §5, with bargain 
counter variations. 


But this summer has brought a new 


straw hat condition because of the 
popularity of the paiiamal Iu discuss 
ing the matter a hat dealer said that 
the panama hat habit was an out- 
growth of expansion. "Our people have 
been going to the tropical possessions 
of late," he said, "and the big, light 
straw hats which are called 'pauama' 
because they come from almost anj 
old place down south except Panama 
are among the souvenirs which they 
bring back with them. One person in 
a family having one of these hats 
made, the others want the same Kind, 
and in that way little orders became 
large ones, bats were made in large 
quantities for 'Yankee trade,' and the 
panama bat habit became established." 


The chief shipping point for panama 


hats is Guayaquil, and it was on the 
order of a merchant (ft that point that 
the first South American hats of, the 
alpine shape were made. Before 1S9T 
all of these hats were of the shapeless 
sombrero shape, with a crease across 
the top of the crown. The shape has 
been improved, but the method of mak- 
ing the hats is the same as it was 
many "years ago, when they received 
the name "panama" because they came 
by way of tbe isthmus to the United 
States and other distant countries. 
The material used in the making of 
panama hats is the screw palm, called 
by iiattiralists Carludovica palmata. It 
is of the palm family and is described 
by Charles R. Dodge, expert for the 
United States on fibers, as follows: 


"It is a stemless species, common in 


shady places all over Panama and 
along the coast of New Granada and 
Ecuador. The leaves, plaited like a 
fan, are borne on three cornered stalLs 
from six to fourteen feet high. They 
are about four feet in diameter and 
deeply cut into four or five divisions, 
each of which is again cut. The leaves 
are gathered while young and staff, and 
the parallel veins are removed, after 
which they are split into shreds, but 
not separated at the stalk end, and im- 
mersed in boiling •water for a short 
time and bleached in the sun." 


These strands are about a yard long 


and about a half inch wide. Before 
they are ready for the braider they arc- 
rolled from either edge and become 
round, and then they are again pressed 
flat and aie ready for the weavei. In 
order to work the material it must be 
dipped into water every few minutes. 
If this is not done, the strands become 
brittle and break. A hat to command 
a high price must be perfect, and in or- 
der that it may be so and have no 
loose strand, no broken part, the weav- 
ers never work in the hot hours of the 
daj-, and many of them do their weav- 
ing only at night by candlelight. 


A first class hat, one of the kind of- 


fered in New York at the present time 
for §75, usually takes about six months 
to mate, and when it arrives there it 
is shapeless, dirty and unsightly. In 
Xew York it is cleaned and pressed 
into shape. The expert can tell by the 
"button," the central point of the- 
crown of the hat, where the •« eai er 
begins the work, in which part of the 
country the hat was made. Every, 
country has its peculiar style, which is 
taught to tbe children when they begin 
to work. They practice on low grade 
matenal for years, and when they 
have acquired sufficient skill they be- 
gin work with the better material; but, 
it matters not what grade of hat they 
make, the "button" is always made in 
the same way. 


One of the famous panama hats was 


the one which was worn by Louis Xa- 
poioon some time in the fifties. It bud 
a great breadth of brim, was firm in 
texture as sH'.c, pliable and exceeding!} 
light The hat was valued at $500. It 
took a long time in those days to order 
merchandise from South America, and 
the emperor had the satisfaction of 
possessing the only hat of the kind in 
Paris. But the next season the broad 
brimmed panama hats were popular 
with persons who could afford to pay 
high prices for the luxury, and the 
same tiling happened in Paris that has 
taken place here—straw hat makers 
put imitation hats on the market, and 
the onginal article suffered in popu- 
larity. The hatmakers in southern 
France and Italy flooded tbe country 
with "panama" hats, and Napoleon 
III. gave the fashion its death stroke 
by presenting his famous specimen to 
the !:cad jrr'l^ner of the Tuileno?. 


Xew Orleans was the American 


headquarters for pa-nama hats before 
the civil war, and the place where 
they were sold lareely WRS the Trench 
market. One of the finest specimen? 
that ever came to Xew York was 
owned by a man who was one of the 
American agents of the Havana lot- 
tery.

A Half Million Acres of Rich Lnnd to 


Be Opened For Settlement. 


The new extension now being built 


by the Northwestern line to Bonesteel, 
S. D., brings to mind the treaty recent- 
ly made with the chiefs of- the warlike 
Sioux by which part of the famous 
Rosebud reservation is to be turned 
o^er to the government and one more 
of the choice tracts of public lands now 
remaining be thus opened to settlement 


The land in question lies between the 


Missouri and Niobrara rivers and is 
•well watered and fertile. Farm lands 
near the reservation are selling at from 
$.20 to $35 an acre, grazing lands at 
from $G to $15. 


The country is level or slightly roll- 


ing, consisting of black loam with clay 
subsoil, making the very best of farm- 
ing land. It seems to suffer exception- 
ally little from drought. 


A great boom has sprung up in Bone- 


steel, to which point the Northwestern 
line is building. Last fall there were 
fifty settlers there. Today there is a 
town of 300. Five real .estate offices 
have opened, and town lots are selling 
at from $300 to $800 each. 


The reservation -will probably be 


opened by a lottery plan such as was 
made use of in Oklahoma. Fifty thou- 
sand people are expected to take part 
in the drawing for the land. 


To enter a homestead of 160 acres 


one must be the head of a family or 
have attained the age of twenty-one 
years, a citizen of the United States or 
one who has filed his declaration to be- 
come such. To establish a title to the 
land residence must be maintained 
thereon, improving and cultivating the 
land continuously for five years.

Fully 4,000 boys were to "the camps 


conducted by the Young Men's Chris- 
tian associations last year throughout 
North America, on lakes, risers and 
Islands by the ocean. 
These camps 


are unique. They combine all the 
rough and ready features that can be 
Introduced into a camp for boys from 
twelve to eighteen — everything that 
can be adapted from the hunter and 
the trapper, the boatman and sailor 
and fisherman for a. camp lasting from 
ten days to four weeks or sometimes 
for ten weeks, so that a party of city 
boys may live healthfully, helpfully 
and happily under the guidance and 
direction of the camp leader. These 
leaders arc generally secretaries and 
physical directors of the associations, 
assisted by a group of members who 
have had experience in out of door life. 
A way of handling these camps has 
been developed tnat is unique and char- 
acteristic of the associations, as they 
have run camps for eighteen years. 
The only camp rules are no firearms 
and no swimming without the presence 
of a leader. Under these rules serious 
accidents are almost unknown. 


In soiie of the camps over 200 will 


be under canvas for two to four weeks. 
Each group of six to ten boys has a 
leader, a young man or older man of 
sense and experience. This man is 
there as a companion and not as a po- 
liceman or commanding officer. 
The 


strongest influence of the camps comes 
from 
companionship with 
athletic 


Christian men. The better a leader 
can play ball the greater influence he 
has with the boys. There is the largest 
kind of freedom of life, dress and hab- 
its, and yet there are rules underneath, 
but not felt unpleasantly. The great 
feature of the day comes in the even- 
ing, when the big campfire is, started. 
Then there are songs, music, jokes, 
recitations, stories and often heart to 
heart talks that touch the life of the 
boys and change their character. 


These camps are regarded as the 


strongest religious factors of the Young 
Men's Christian associations for shap- 
ing the religious character of boys, and 
sometimes an active camp returns 
without positive religious convictions 
which carry them through life and 
shape their characters. 


Some properties have been acquired 


for these camps. A lady gave a large 
island off the coast of Maine for the 
Massachusetts and Rhode Island boys. 
Montreal boys have an island in Cana- 
da. Philadelphia has a farm of 450 
acres. Cleveland has leased a farm 
with a lake and river on it near the 
city. "Vacation time is often a perilous 
time in life, but the association means 
to make it a making time of character.

When the property 
was transferred, he secured as bonus 
one cow, aged eight years, and one 
horse, bay, aged fourteen years. With 
these and a few chickens Mr. Tarking- 
ton will begin his farming.

RESULTS IN DEAiH OF DOTTIE 


FARNSWORTH, 


Well Known Bicycle Rider Who Ap- 


peared at Idlewilde i-ark Three 


Years Ago. 


A special from Salamanac tells of 


the death of a circus performer whose 
cycle dazzle performance wnile here 
three years ago at Idlewilde park is 
well remembered. The special says: 


Mrs. A. L. Spencer, a bicycle rider 


employed with the Walter L. Main's 
cidcus, died at the nbspital here last 
night from peritonitis, aged 27. 


Mrs. Spencer who appeared under 


the name Dottie Farnsworth, her 
maiden name, was a bicycle rider, be- 
ing one of tiie people that rode a wheel 
in a pan shaped ring. 


A few days before the circus reach- 


ed Salamanac Mrs. Spencer, while rid- 
ing In the circle ran over the top and 
was injured. When the circus train 
reached Salamanac the woman was 
taken to the hospital and peritonitis 
developed, her death resulting. 


During her life Dottie Farnsworth 


had been famous as a bicycle rider and 
held the highest Female record for 
speed. Her home was in Minneapolis, 
and her husband is a traveling man. 
He was with his wife at the time of 
her death.
